EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a fuel 
cell comprising a fuel-gas chamber formed between a bipolar plate and anode; wherein 
an oxidation buffer containing iron disposed in the fuel -gas chamber; wherein fuel-gas 
is permitted to pass between the oxidation buffer and bipolar plate. 

The prior art, such as Quadakkers WO/009723006, teaches .a high temperature 
fuel cell comprising a bipolar plate coated with an iron material (abstract). The iron oxide 
layer is not disposed to permit fuel-gas to bass between the buffer and bipolar plate. In 
contrast, iron oxide is a coating in fuel-gas chambers of the plate. Therefore, the instant 
claims are patentably distinct from Quadakkers.
